Mr. PACKARD then read, in a very 


distinct manner, the annual report of 
the managers. 
In which a regret was 


expressed that many State Unions had 
made no returns, and others had not 
been sufficiently particular. 


There has been an increase of about 


40,366 scholars the lust year, and the 
Union has issued quite its usual num- 
ber of books. 


The society has no property but its 
_ 


buildings in Chesnut st. (on which j 
there is a mortgage of about $23,000) 
—and its books, presses, Sec. ; and to 
carry into operation its plans, it has 
been compelled to borrow $36.000. 


Thanks were returned to the Rev. 


Dr. Miinor of New-York, for represen- 
ting the society in England last year; 
and a just and enviable tribute was 
paid to the virtues of the late JOSHUA 
HAVEN, Esq. 


In referring to the character of the 


books issued by the society, the report 
stated, that a committee consisting of 
Baptists, Presbyterians, Episcopalians, 
and Methodists, examined each, and 
the disapproval by any member con- 
demned the whole book. 


The society can without any increase 


of power, print four millions of pages 
per week ; and with a week's notice 
can quadruple the amount. 


It was stated as a reason for exer- 


tions in publishing Sunday 
school 


books, that I'olney's Ruins had been 
stereotyped in New-England, and was 
^ 


sold cheap by the thousand. Invitations j 
to write suitable books on American j 
subjects, with American scenery, were 
given.

"PEERSAND DEPUTIES: Eitrht months 


have passed, since in this hull, and in 
your presence, I accepted the throne to 
which I was called by the national 
wish, of which you were the organs, 
and swore 'faithfully to observe the 
Constitutional Charier, with the mod- 
ifications expressed 
in the declaration 


of 7th August, 1S30, to govern only by 
the laws, and according to the laws, to 
cause good and exact justice to be done 
to every one according to his right, 
and to act in all things solely with a 
view to the interest, the happiness, and 
the g-lory of the French people.'

The internal peace of the 
kingdom has been gradually confirmed 
and the strength of the government has 
progressively increased in proportion 
as the reign of the laws resumed its 
empire, and as the public safety was 
consolidated.

My Ministers have, constantly ac-

The General Assembly of the Presbyte- 


rian Church, which has been in .-c-nsion for a 
week or two past, in Philadelphia, has set- 
tled the controversy which harf existed in 
the Preshvtery of Philadelphia fbr^>iue time 
past, relative to the orthodoxy of the Rev. A. 
BAR.NKS. 
The Presbytery having- decided 


airainst him, he appealed to the General As- 
sembly, 
in that body, the whole matter was 


submitted to a committee of eleven, who 
submitted the following report, which was 
agreed to, but three voices being heard in 
the negative:— 


The committee report, "That after 


bestowing upon the cane the most de- 
liberate and serious consideration, the 
Committee are of the opinion, that it is 
neither necessary nor for edification, 
to go into the discussion of all the va- 
rious and m i n u t e details which are 
comprehended in the documents rela- 
ting to this case. For the purpose, 
however, of bringing the matter in con- 
troversy, as far as possible, to a regular 
and satisfactory issue, they would re- 
commend to the Assembly the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions, viz. 


1. Resolved, That the General As- 


sembly, while it appreciates the consci- 
entious zeal for the purity of the Church 
by which the Presbytery of Philadel- 
phia is believed to have been actuated, 
in its proceedings in the case ol Mr. 
Barnes; and while it judges that the 
sermon by Mr. Bam.es, entitled 'The 
Way of Salvation,' contains a number 
of unguarded and objectionable passa- 
ges ; yet is of the opinion, thai, espe- 
cially' after 
the explanations 
which 


were' given by him of those passages, 
the Presbytery ought to have suffered 
the whole to pass without further no- 
tice. 


2. Resolved, That in the judgment of 


this Assembly, the Presbytery of Phil- 
adelphia ought to suspend all further 
proceedings in the case of Mr Barnes. 


3. Resolved, That it will be expedient, 


as soon as the regular steps can he ta- 
ken, to divide the Presbytery of Phila- 
delphia, in such way as will be best 
calculated to promote the peace of the 
Ministers and Churches belonging lo 
the Presbytery. 


With respect to the abstract points 


proposed to the Assembly for their dc- 
' cision in the Reference of the Presby- 


tery, the Committee are of the opinion, 
that if they be answered, they had bet- 
ter be discussed and decided in thesi, 
separate from the case of Mr. Barnes."

fire to houses at a distance. 
It was, at 


first, supposed the fire could not ex- 
lend across Hay and Green strcris, 0:1 
account of their great width, and ac- 
cordingly great rjuanihies of goods and 
furniture were removed lo the opposite 
side of those streets; they, bowe-.er, in 
a short lime, only served to increase 
the fury of the element; and, iu a few 
hours, "the whnl-t- town, (with the ex- 
ception of a fVw bouses in the suburb;,) 
was entirely df-trovcd.

The Jieuoltilion Confirmed ! 


BALTIMOKK, J u n e 3. 


By the brig Virginia, Capt. Hugg, 


we have received our Rio papers to the 
14th April. They contain official ac- 
counts of the abdication of Don Pedro, 
in favor of his bon, and the appoint- 
ment of a Regency over the young Mo- 
narch. 
The immediate cause of the 


abdication of the Emperor was the 
conduct of his troops. 
He endeavored 


to head them, for the purpose of march- 
ing against the people, who had assem- 
bed in the Cnntjio d'JJccltnnncao. 
The 


troops not only refused lo march, but 
left the barracks and joined their coun- 
trymen. 
The 
consequence was, the 


immediate abdication of the Emperor 
in favor of his son. under the title ol 
Don Pedro 11. and his t a k i n g refuge, 
w i t h the Empress and the young Queen 
of Portugal, on board of the Warspile. 


Among the first acts of the Regency 


were, a general amnesty for all past po- 
litical offences, and a proclamation of 
pardon for all deserters who return and 
deliver themselves up within 
three 


months. 


The Ministers for foreign powers re- 


sident at Rio, took refuge on board of 
the Warspite, from which they addres- 
sed a joint note to the Regency,demand- 
ing protection and safety for their coun- 
trymen. They received a reply, assu- 
ring them that their countrymen would 
be respected, and receive the protec- 
tion of the laws and the privileges 
granted to friendly nations. 


On the 9th, tiie young 
Monarch 


made his t r i u m p h a n t entry into Rio, 
and was apparently received w i t h great 
enthusiasm by all parties—citizens, 
military, and foreigners. 
At n i g h t a 


grand i l l u m i n a t i o n took place. 
The 


public installation will take place as 
soon as the Legislative Assembly is 
legally installed.

NINE DAYS LATER FROM EU- 


ROPE. 


By the arrival of the packet ship 


Florida, Captain Tinkham, from Liv- 
erpool,day of sailing the 2nd ult. copi- 
ous files of London and Liverpool pa- 
pers, the former to the 30th April and 
the latter to the 2nd May, both inclu- 
sive, have been received at the office of 
the Evening Post, and New York Com- 
mercial Aclveiliser; and by the packet 
ship Erie, Captain Funck, from Havre, 
day of sailing also the 2nd ull. regular 
files of French papers, from Paris to 
the 2nd. 


The Proclamation for dissolving Par- 


liament, was published on the 23d ult. 
in an Extraordinary Gazette, and ihe 
mails were detained for the purpose of 
conveying it, together with the writs 
for the new elections, to every part of 
the kingdom. 
The writs are returna- 


ble on the 14th of June, but Parliament 
is not expected to be summoned to 
meet for the despatch of business be- 
fore the 21st or 28th of that month. 


The dissolution of Parliament, and 


the elections for new members, are the 
two themes which principally occupy 
the English papers. The friends of 
Reform appear to be carrying every 
thing before them. The London Globe 
of the 30th says—"The success of the 
Reform Candidates hitherto has been 
subject to no exception whatever in any 
place not hermetically sealed against 
popular influence. 
Where the old 


members have voted for reform, they 
are returned without opposition, with- 
out expense ; where they have voted a- 
jrainst the bill, family and local connex- 
ions, former services,general character, 
nothing has been able to avert their ex- 
pulsion." 


A general illumination took place in 


London on the evening of the 27th, in 
rejoicing for the dissolution of Parlia- 
ment. The display is stated to have 
been of a very splendid description, 
and one that showed unanimity of the 
inhabitants of the metropolis on the 
subject of Reform. 
Some disorders 


on the part of the mob occurred, and 
the windows of the houses occupied by 
certain anti-reform members of parlia- 
ment were dashed to pieces, but no ve- 
ry serious disturbances took place.— 
The London Courier says that that 
worst portion of the mob, which is al- 
ways prone to mischief, broke the win- 
dows of some persons who obstinately 
refused to light up a few candles when 
called upon to do so ; but generally the 
crowd behaved in a decorous manner, 
and considering the immense numbers 
of persons congregaied together, more 
order was observed than is usual on 
such occasions.

plied in returning Mr. Ward for the 
city. The Duke of Northumberland is 
said to have subscribed the enormous 
s,um of i35'V>:,r,>, and Sir Robert Peel 
£'50,000 ; The same paper, the Morn- 
JT,g Herald, mentions it as among the 
rumors of the day. that in the event of 
the borough-mongers succeeding, by j 
bribery and threats, to retuin a parlh- I 
rr.cat unfriendly to reform, the King ; 


will immediately dissolve it, and call a 
new one, withholding the writs from 
the rotten boroughs. 
This last mea- 


sure is probably not within the compass 
of the constitutional power of the 
Crown. 
The London Courier, howev- 


er. broadly intimates that this course 
will be pursued in the event of a defeat, 
a result which, at the same time, it con- 
siders as next lo impossible. 


From the tenor of the accounts in 


the papers of the latest dates, there is 
every reason to believe that the King 
will not be called upon to exercise so 
questionable a prerogative. The Cou- 
rier of the 29th April says, that the ac- 
counts from different parts of the coun- 
try relative to elections, are, on the 
whole, highly favorable to the great 
cause in ivhich the King and the people 
are embarked ; and that "it is impossi- 
ble that the Reform bill, with reasona- 
ble modifications in the spirit of liber- 
ty, should not pass, as it would be for 
the anti-reformers to propose, 
with 


success, an addition to the extensive 
and baneful influence which they pos- 
sess under the present system. 
There 


must be an entire change ofopinion — 
an entire change indeed of h u m a n na- 
ture — before they can hope to defeat the 
great measure of reform. 


The intelligence from the Poles is 


still favorable. 
The utmost that the 


Russian General has attempted is to 
concentrate his forces, and to pursue a 
system of cautious defensive warfare. — 
In the mean time the insurrection is 
spreading in Volhynia, where 
Gen. 


Dwernicki is received every where with 
enthusiasm.

POLAND. 


Marshal Diebilsch, says the London 


Courier of April 30, has withdrawn his 
head quarters from the banks of the 
Vistula, and retreated to Siecllec to 
join the remains of the corps of Geis- 
mar, Rosen, and Pahlen, which were so 
mangled by the Poles at the end of 
March and the beginning of the present 
month. 
As the Russian commander 


announced, even after the first of A- 
pril, his intention to continue his oper- 
ations, and to cross the Vistula us soon 
as possible, this 
retreat 
sufficiently 


shows the importance of the subsequent 
success of Skrzynecki. 
It 
appears 


certain, however, that the Poles have 
made some unsuccessful attacks on 
Siecllec, where the Russians concentra- 
ted ibeir artillery before Diebitsch's 
arrival, and strongly fortified the posi- 
tion which is necessary fur keeping up 
their communication with Russia or 
rather with Lithuania, which is now, 
we hope not Russian. 


Dwernicki's corps and the Volhyni- 


ans now interrupt the Russian commu- 
nications with Kiow aiul the south, 
while the Lithuanian insurrection cuts 
them off from Wilna and Minsk, and 
their northern magazines — Though we 
must not reckon too sanguinely that a 
great' army will be destroyed because 
its communications are embarrassed, 
these circumstances subject the Rus- 
sians to difficulties, of which the Pules 
have skill and gallantry and \ve hope 
physical force enough to avail them- 
selves. "The great difficulty of procu- 
ring subsistence" is already spoken of 
by Diehitsch, and it is obvious, from 
the narrow space occupied by the oper- 
ations hitherto, that the immediate 
neighborhood of the armies must be 
much wasted.

(in which is Wil-ia) in a state of war, 
and the people under military execu- 
tion, thus authenticating the Polish ac- 
counts of an insurrection there. 


The Courier Francaib of April 30, 


commenting on a rumor that an en- 
gagement had taken place between the 
Russians and Pules, which terminated 
to the advantage of the latter, says that 
"it could not have been in itself of great 
consequence. 
The despatches which 


speak of it only go to confirm the near 
approach of a general buttle. 
It might 


perhaps be a matter of regret that Po- 
land should be subjected to the risk of 
a single battle; but the Commander in 
Chief has heretofore shown so much 
prudence and skill, that he may be re- 
lied upon as most competent to appre- 
ciate the best means of sustaining his 
cause.

according to the opinion of the Sultan, 
all form but one family, but one body, 
whatever may be the private creed of 
each of his subjects, which is a matter 
that only concerns the conscience of 
man, who cannot be called to account 
for his religion to any but to God. 
As 


to the government of the Sultan, it will 
not, under any circumstances, consider 
what is the religion of the person who 
may present himself before it." 


ROME. April 9—The Pope addres- 


sed a proclamation to his subjects on 
the 5th. lie declares that most of the 
rebels have been drawn into the insur- 
rection against their will ; expresses 
reliance on the Austrian soldiers. 
He 


announces some reforms, and the pun- 
ishment of delinquents. He says—"the 
seat of Christianity, which, by a pecu- 
liar predilection, God had given to a 
Pontiff who was Prince at the same 
time, that he rniglu be more free in 
the exercise of his spiritual power, has 
triumphed once moreover the machin- 
ations of impiety." 


The secret of the preparation of the 


Congreve rocket, which was thought 
to have been locked up among the ar- 
cana of war belonging to the British 
government, has been lately revealed 
to Ibrahim Pacha, the Viceroy of E- 
gypt. 
The English papers are charg- 


ing the late Minister of War (Bathurst) 
wiih great negligence, in no better trea- 
suring a secret which must have cost 
the British government a large sum of 
money. 
The destructive fires which 


have taken place throughout the agri- 
cultural districts in England, have been 
attributed to a knowledge of the mate- 
rials of which that destructive engine, 
the Congreve rocket, is composed.
